Because of a new conservative spending pro¬ 
gram adopted by the Sierra Madre City Council 
Tuesday evening, residents might not continue to 
disappear into the pot holes around the community. 
Advertisement for bids is implemented in this week’s 
paper with a recommendation of 3000 square feet 
of improvements at between $3 and $4 per square 
foot. 

Initial work will be limited to East Grand¬ 
view at first. 

If Griffith Company is the successful low bid¬ 
der, the company will purchase the city’s Patch- 
master for $37,500; if not, the city will receive 
$35,000 cash from Griffith Company for the 
machine that has become surplus equipment. 

The public hearing of Ordinance No. 1031 deal¬ 
ing with the R-3 multiple family residential zone 
amendments to development standards was con¬ 
tinued to Tuesday. Feb. 24. A detailed account of 
the changes will appear in next week’s edition of 
The News. 

Several homeowners requested interpretations 
of various sections of the ordinance and the coun¬ 
cil will deal with those specifically before the ordi¬ 
nance is passed finally. 

gietta Madw Volunteer Fftt DeiJBrttnwt Chief 
Roger Keith reiterated his request for a paid EMT 
to take up the slack of retired, resigned and out- 
of-town EMTs during the daytime hours. 

Things aren’t any better (than Dec. 23, 1986, 
when the subject was first brought before the 
council),” Keith said. “We’re not trying to build a 


employment opportunity,” he continued, explaining 
that someone could double as EMT and perhaps 
also as a code enforcement officer for the city. 

“If jobs are not available, we could provide 
fee for service. The city has an obligation to the 
community. If we were to charge a fee, perhaps 
$50 to $75, we could continue to provide EMT help 
within the city,” Keith explained. 

Fire Marshal William Kramer is the only paid 
staff member of the bureau now and he responds 
to all EMT daytime calls. 

Last year there were 600 EMT runs, a third 
of them in the daytime. Chief reported to the 
council. 

The chief was to submit by Wednesday in¬ 
formation concerning cost analysis and fee recom¬ 
mendations for the job and the council adjourned 
to Friday, Feb. 13, 5 p.m. to vote on whether 
or not the position can be filled since it is an un¬ 
budgeted item. 

Newly-elected Ralph R, Rule, representative 
of Division 4, San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District, had some good news for the city. He has 
asked the water district to make a study of op¬ 
tions open to Sierra 

as a member of the district. The district will study 
the options and Rule will bring them back to the 
council within three months. 

A representative of the proposed San Gabriel 
Valley Transportation Zone, Tom Jenkins, made 
a pitch for Sierra Madre to join the zone. Coun¬ 
cilman Clem Bartolai made the motion for Sierra 
Madre to approve Resolution 87-4 “since both 
supervisors, Peter Schabarum and Mike Antono¬ 
vich support it,” Bartolai explained. 

The proposed zone would save $14 million, 
Jenkins said, and explained that a great share of 
the existing RTD bus service would be taken over

Law enforcement agencies controlling Chantry 
Flats, an area located above the cities of Sierra 
Madre, Arcadia and Monrovia, plan to man an 
all-out attack against party-goers in that controver¬ 
sial hilly area, beginning almost immediately. 

They announced last week that surprise sweeps 
into the area will begin soon. They hope to use 
this method of citing and jailing suspects so those 
party-goers clogging the Chantry Flats area under¬ 
stand that the law enforcement agencies mean 
business. There will be no more parties allowed. 

The group seemed to lean toward Monrovia 
Fire Chief Mark Foote’s idea to create a recrea¬ 
tion district to maintain enforcement and Ollie 
Blanning, representing County Supervisor Mike An¬ 
tonovich, cautioned the group that a proposed toll 
booth would call for state legislation. She also 
called for the organization of a “small working 
committee.” 

The group assigned the city manager/adminis¬ 
trator of each of the three cities; Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, Monrovia, a county representative (pro¬ 
bably John Kaufman) and Gail Vanderbie from the 
U.S. Forest Service to represent this committee 
and report back by Mar. 17. This would give 
all three city councils time to discuss the pro¬ 
posals outlined.

With a private ruling you can file your 
tax return without fear of being penalized 
or aud it ed for taking an improper deduc- 
tlont*' 

While tax lawyers and accountants 
make most requests for private rulings, 
you can send in a request for a ruling. 
The steps for filing a request are given 
in Revenue Procedure 86-1, published in 
each year’s first issue of the Internal 
Revenue Bulletin. 

The bulletin is available at IRS dis¬ 
trict offices and major public libraries. Or 
you can request a copy by writing the 
IRS, Associate Chief Counsel (Technical), 
Attn: CC: IND:S, 1111 Constitution Ave., 
NW, Washington, DC 20224.

I think, to be realis¬ 
tic, and something that 
everyone really knows, 
is there will not be a 
cordination between five 
government entities. 
That is completely un¬ 
feasible. The problem 
will, therefore, have to 
be solved by Sierra Mad¬ 
re, as we have the most 
to lose. Not only our 
lovely mountains, but 
as in towns close to fire 
areas, our homes and 
families.

It is true that some people can drink 
alcohol moderately most of their lives and 
suffer no ill effects. But others find that mod¬ 
eration turns readily to excess and leads to 
personal disaster. Over time, these individuals 
lose complete control of their drinking and, 
eventually, of their lives. 

The only way to successfully deal with a 
drinking problem, as many an alcoholic has 
discovered, is to stop drinking entirely. And 
the sooner this is realized the better the chances 
for full recovery. 

But what is moderate drinking anyway? 
And how do we know when our moderate con 
sumption has become excessive, or when our 
use of alcohol has become abuse?

David James, representing 175 members of 
The Forest Preservation Society, wonders why 
Terry Ellis, District Ranger of Arroyo Seco Ranger 
District which comprises part of the controversial 
Chantry Flats area, is so adamant about the need 
for a toll booth at the head of Chantry Flats 
when James states there is a statutory prohibition 
against the imposition of day-use fees within the 
National Forest System. . 

At the meeting last Thursday of all 
agencies controlling the Chantry Flats area above 
Sierra Madre, Arcadia and Monrovia, Ellis support¬ 
ed the concept of installing a toll booth at the 
head of the winding road with the Forest Service 
to receive part of the funds collected from each 
person to travel the road. 

In a letter to Larry D. Marlow, Recreation 
and Land-Uses Forester, United States Department 
of Agriculture, Forest Service, Angeles National 
Forest, James says the toll booth question "is a 
‘pilot’ project to gain public acceptance for the 
concept of day-use fees ... It will be Sierra 
Madre who will serve as the ‘bag man’ to collect 
the head tax prohibited by the Forest Service.

It will be Sierra Madre who will endure damage 
to its public image for barring access to the forest 
and finally it will be Sierra Madre who will be 
blamed for failures properly attributable to the 
Forest Service . . . There is no possible excuse 
for a failure to ‘clean up’ Chantry Flats and main¬ 
tain respect for the rest. In the same manner, any 
attempt to divert these responsibilities and fop them 
off on the citizens of Sierra Madre is outrageous. 

James told The News that there are bills be¬ 
fore the U.S. Congress now “that offer the govern¬ 
ment some relief and allow them to charge day-use 
fees but these bills are not yet out of commit¬ 
tee.” He charges that Ellis is “trying to make an 
end run about that statute.” 

James heads The Forest Preservation Society 
that calls itself “a group of concerned citizens, 
cabin owners, resort owners, commercial inholders, 
commercial guides and outfitters all of whom have 
special use permits to operate on or use public 
land.” They are historians, trailbuilders, naturalists, 
cyclists, hunters, fishermen, youth groups — “in 
short, all who have the good of the forest at heart 
and believe in local control and citizen manage¬ 
ment” of the system. 

It is a nonprofit group that says it wants to 
I “preserve and protect the forest environment upon 
State and Federal lands throughout the United 
StBteS*** 

James suggests, “If Arroyo Seco District lacks 
the necessary funds to maintain public safety or 
protect Federal property, it is incumbent upon the 
forest supervisor to bring this sad state of affairs to 
the attention of region.”

James feels a locked gate with large signs de¬ 
noting times of closure would be the least expen¬ 
sive and most successful method of stopping the 
misuse of the forest area in question. He illus¬ 
trates how successful the Chaney gate is and told 
The News that the “cost of law enforcement (at 
Chaney) dropped at least 80V« with the litter drop¬ 
ping nearly lOOVo following installation of the gate” 
in the forest section above Lake Street in Pasa¬ 
dena. The lower gate stops travel to Millard Canyon. 

“It’s a combination of gate and sweep. This 
gate is unusual since you can’t break the locks, 
James says. 

The News was able to get hold of Terry Ellis 
for his interpretation of the law and he said, 
“There is a distinction between working for the 
Federal government and being a citizen ‘out there.’ 
We operate under laws that tell us what we can 
do. The general populace is told what they cannot 
do. We don’t have a law that tells us we can 
charge day-use fees. We’re not prohibited, but we 
don’t have legislation that allows us the day-use 
fees. However, if the proposed recreation group 
wants to place a toll gate (at Chantry Bats) and 
wants the money to go back to the group, I don’t 
know if we (Forest Service) can accept the ^ney. 
1 tend to think we can. / 

“Let’s look at it this way. We don’t have the 
authority (to collect day-use fees), we are expecting 
it sometime this year and we do^^have the authority 
to accept money from outside the Federal govern¬ 
ment budget,” Hlis concltided.

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Siena Madreans take their tap water for granted 


So, we’ve already reached the point oi some- 
times getting no water from our faucets. Every- 
lime a repair has to be made, the water to sur¬ 
rounding residences must be turned off. And every 
lime repairs are done, danger of contamination is 
present. 

From 1971 to 1983, 227 leaks had occurred 
in various streets, according to a water system re¬ 
port by Zimmerman. The leak list contains the 
names of 53 streets. Simpson lists 69. 

Former councils had ordered replacement or 
mortar lining for only six streets in the past 
20 years. The admitted practice of the past was 
“If it leaks, patch it.” The leak list shows the 
results of not properly “taking care of it.” 

In addition, many of the lines are undersi/cd 
and even newer mains need to be mortar lined to 
increase their lifetime (to 75 years). Both earth¬ 
quake and fire safety must also be addressed. 

How are our elected representatives planning to 
take care of this granddaddy problem? 

In Part II, next week, we will look at what is 
planned for renovation of our distribution system.

When we turn on our faucets, we expect water 
to come out. In Sierra Madre, we expect even 
more. We’re used to uncontaminated, delicious tas¬ 
ting water. We take it for granted and we have 
always let our elected representatives “lake care ot 
it.” 

But what if one day no water came out when 
we turned the faucet, or almost as bad — the water 
came, but we couldn’t drink it because it was con¬ 
taminated? 

A recent water quality report by Zimmerman 
Consulting Engineers indicates that we may be 
flirting with just such a scenario because our elec¬ 
ted representatives have not been “taking care of 
it.”

Councilman Sam Simpson has spearheaded the 
effort, badgering his fellow councilmembers on var¬ 
ious aspects of our aging and antiquated system 
which urgently needs attention.
